INTRODUCTION 


Tue Third Edition of Ritchie’s First and Second Steps in 
Latin is a complete revision of the edition edited some years 
ago by Mr. Frederick C. Staples. Building upon the foun- 
dation of this and the earlier editions, the characteristic feature 
is the arrangement of material. Study is made intensive by 
tabular presentations of the declensions, conjugations, com- 
parisons, etc., directly opposite the illustrating exercises. In 
this manner the parts of accidence and syntax are treated in 
First Steps, carrying along to Second Steps the required work 
leading up to Caesar. 

The present revision of Ritchie’s First Steps in Latin voles 


(1) The re-writing of parts of the preliminary lessons, 
especially those relating to Nouns, Verbs, and Pro- 
nunciation. 

(2) Various minor changes throughout the book, and addi- 
tions involving the Principal Parts of the Verb and 
one or two Case constructions. 

(3) Substitution of Classified Word List for Numerical List 
of the previous edition. We 

(4) Re-writing and checking of Alphabetical Vocabularies 
at the back of the book. 

(5) Advantageous changes in type, size and style.

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FIRST STEPS IN LATIN 


DEFINITIONS 
A Noun is the Name of a Person, Place, or Thing; as, 
James, dog, book, London. 


An Adjective is a word which describes a Person, Place, or 
Thing; as, little dog, red book, many books. 


A Verb is a word which tells what a Person, Place, or Thing 
does or has done to it; as, sleep, strike, to be struck. 


Gi.) Verbs are Intransitive when the action does not pass 
beyond the doer; as, I sleep, the boy runs, snakes 
creep. 


(ii.) Verbs are Transitive when the action passes on to 
another Person or Thing. The word denoting this 
Person or Thing is called the Object; as, ‘I strike 
the table.’ Here ‘table’ is the Object to the Verb 
‘strike.’ 


(iii.) Verbs are Copulative when they join together two words, 
one of which names a thing and the other describes 
it; as, ‘the water is deep.’ Here ‘is’ joins ‘ water ’ 
and is a Copulative Verb. The word that describes 
is called the Complement; thus, ‘deep’ describes 
‘ water,’ and is the Complement.

2 THE SENTENCE 


THE SENTENCE 


Every Sentence has two parts, namely — 


1. The Subject, 7.e.1 the word denoting the Person, Place, or 
Thing about which something is said. 


2. The Predicate, i.e. the word or words denoting that 
which is said about it. 


Examples — 
SuBJECT PREDICATE | 
G.) Birds fly. | 
(i.) We eat bread. 
(ii.) The man is old. | 


[The subject of a Sentence may be found by asking the question 
Who? or What? with the Verb; thus, ‘Birds fly... Who or 
what fly? Ans. ‘Birds.’ The Predicate may be found by 
asking the question, What about the Subject? thus, ‘The man 
is old.” What about the man? Ans. He is old — ‘is old’ is 
the Predicate. ] 


The Subject is always a Noun, or some word or words used 
as Nouns. 


The Predicate is always a Verb, or at least contains a Verb; 
but as Verbs are of three kinds the Predicate has three forms. 
(See examples given above.) 


(i.) When the Verb is Intransitive, the Subject and Verb 
together make complete sense, and the Predicate 
need contain nothing but the Verb. 

Example — Birds fly. 


1 i.e. stands for the Latin id est, meaning ‘‘that is.” 


THE SENTENCE 3 


(u.) When the Verb is Transitive, an Object is required 
to complete the Sentence, and the Verb and Object 
together make up the Predicate. 


Example — Birds eat bread. 


(iii.) When the Verb is Copulative, a Complement is re- 
quired to complete the Sentence, and the Verb and 
Complement together make up the Predicate. 


Example — The man is old. 


ANALYSIS OF SIMPLE SENTENCE 
The following method of Analysis will be found useful — 


The Subject is marked 8. 
The Predicate is marked either — 


(i.) V.I., 2.e. Verb Intransitive; 
or 
(ii.) V. T. and O., 7.e. Verb Transitive and Object; 
or 
(iii.) V. C. and C., i.e. Verb Copulative and Complement.

LATIN NOUNS 


Number. — A Latin Noun may be Singular or Plural Num- 
ber, Singular if it denotes one person or thing, and Plural if 
it denotes more than one person or thing. 


Case. — A Latin Noun may be any one of six Cases according 
to its use in the sentence. A Noun is — 


1. Nominative Case, if it is Subject of the Sentence. 

2. Genitive Case, if it is after the Preposition “‘ of. ”’ 

3. Dative Case, if it is after the Preposition ‘‘ to” or 
“cc for. ”) : 

4. Accusative Case, if it is the Direct Object of a Transi- 
tive Verb. 

5. Vocative Case, if it is the Person Addressed. 

6. Ablative Case, if it is after the Preposition ‘ by, ”

Inflection. — A Latin Noun has a particular ending for each 
Case in the Singular Number, and a particular ending for each 
Case in the Plural Number; thus ménsa = table (Nom. Sing.), 
ménsae = of a table (Gen. Sing.), ete. 

The fixed part of the word, to which the endings are attached, 
is called the stem of the word. In the above examples méns- 
is the stem. 

This change in form a word undergoes to show a change in 
meaning is called inflection, and the word is said to be inflected. 

The stem of a Noun is always indicated when it is first given 
in a word list, sometimes by a hyphen in the Nom. Sing. form 
(méns-a), sometimes (when the stem is different from the Nom. 
Sing. form) by giving the Gen. Sing. form to show the stem 
clearly (réx, rég-is). 


LATIN ADJECTIVES 5 


Declension. — A Latin Noun is said to be declined, when its 
different Case forms are shown in order, Singular and Plural. 
‘There are five groups of Latin Nouns, each taking a different 
set of endings. These are called the Five Declensions. Each 
Declension may be distinguished by the ending of the Genitive 
Case Singular — 


Declension — SG 2nd 3rd Ath 5th 
Genitive Ending — -ae -i is -is -éi or éi 


When a Noun is given in a word list, it is usually followed by 
the ending of the Genitive Singular to show to what Declension 
it belongs; thus filius, -i (indicating Second Declension). 


Gender. — Every Latin Noun is one of Three Genders: 
Masculine, Feminine, or Neuter. When a Noun is first intro- 
duced in this book its Gender is indicated by a letter (m., f., or 
n.) following it; thus filius,-i, m. (indicating Masculine 
Gender). 


LATIN ADJECTIVES 


Adjectives are declined like Nouns as regards Number and 
Case; but besides this their terminations sometimes indicate 
the Gender of the Noun to which the Adjective belongs. Thus 
some Adjectives have in each Case a separate form for each 
of the three Genders; others have in some Cases one form for 
Masculine and Feminine and another for Neuter, and in some 
Cases only one form for all three Genders. 


LATIN VERBS 


Voice. — Verbs have Two Voices, namely — 
1. The Active Voice, when the person or thing denoted 
by the Subject does something; as, am6, I love.

2. The Passive Voice, when the person or thing denoted 
by the Subject has something done to it; as, amor, J 
am loved 


[N. B.1 — Only Transitive Verbs have a complete Passive Voice. ] 


Tense. — Each Voice has Six Tenses — 


Present, Imperfect, and Future Simple, 
Perfect and Aorist, Pluperfect, and Future Perfect. 


[There is only one Form in Latin for both Perfect and Aorist Tenses 
but in English they are distinct. See pages 8 and 9. ] 


Number. — Each Tense has Two Numbers, namely — 


Singular and Plural 


Person. — Each Number has Three Persons, namely — 
First, Second, Third 
A Verb is First Person, if the subject is the person 
speaking, 1.e. “I,” “‘ we. ” 


A Verb is Second Person, if the subject is the person

LATIN VERBS 7 


Inflection of Verbs. — As the Number and Case of Latin 
Nouns are shown by endings; and as the Gender, Number, and 
Case of Latin Adjectives are shown by endings; so the Voice, 
Tense, Number, and Person of Latin Verbs are shown by cer- 
tain endings, which are formed for each verb on Three Stems. 
These Stems are — 


1. The Present Stem — 


Upon this Stem are formed the Present, Imperfect, 
and Future Simple Tenses, Active and Passive. 


2. The Perfect Active Stem — 


Upon this Stem are formed the Perfect and Aorist, 
Pluperfect, and Future Perfect, Active. 


3. The Perfect Passive Stem — 


Upon this Stem are formed the Perfect and ak 
Pluperfect, and Future Perfect, Passive. 


In this book the three Stems of each verb are given when 
each new verb is introduced for study.’ 


Conjugation. — As Nouns and Adjectives are divided into 
Declensions, so Verbs are divided into Four Groups called 
Conjugations, and a verb is said to be conjugated when its differ- 
ent forms are shown in order. The Four Conjugations may be 
distinguished by the last letter of the Present Stem as follows — 


Conjugation — Ist 2nd 3rd 4th

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PRONUNCIATION 
Alphabet 
The Latin Alphabet has no j or w. 


Like the English, it is made up of Vowels and Consonants. 
The letter i is sometimes a Vowel and sometimes a Con- 


sonant. 


Vowels 


Each Latin Vowel has two sounds —a long sound and a 
short sound, and accordingly a Vowel is said to be ‘ long’ or 
‘short.’ In this book a Vowel is long if it has a long mark 
over it (réx), and short if it has no mark over it (et). The 
sounds of the Vowels are as follows: 


a like a in father a like a in idea 

é like e in they e like e in met 

i like 7 in police i like 7 in pin 

6 like o in tone o like o in obey 

t like wu in rule u like u in pull 
Diphthongs 


A Diphthong is a combination of two vowels that is always 
pronounced with a single sound. This sound is obtained by 
pronouncing in quick succession the two Vowels that make up 
the Diphthong. The sounds of the Diphthongs are as follows:

Consonants 


The sounds of the Consonants are nearly the same as in 
English, but always pronounce — 


c like cin can, never like ¢ in cent 
g like g in gun, never like g in gem 

t like tin top, never like ¢t in nation 
s like sin sit, never like s in is 

v like w in wet, never like v in wne 
i-consonant, like y in yet! 


Syllables 


A Syllable is a Vowel sound and the Consonant sounds that 
are pronounced with it. The following word is divided into 
syllables — in-stru-ment. A Latin word has as many Syllables 
as it has Vowels and Diphthongs. There are no silent Vowels. 
See how it differs from English — 


English Latin 
more (one syllable) mo-re (two syllables) 
reside (two syllables) re-si-dé (three syllables) 


In dividing a word into Syllables, take as many Consonants 
ahead of a Vowel or Diphthong as can be pronounced easily 
with it, thus in-strix-é-runt. Doubled Consonants should 
always be divided, thus im-pel-lunt. 


1 I-Consonant generally occurs at the beginning of a word with a vowel following. 
In this book it only occurs in three words: 


iucundus iudex Tulia 
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Length of Syllables 


A Latin Syllable is long if it contains (1) a Long Vowel or 
Diphthong, or (2) a Short Vowel followed by two Consonants 
or x!. For example, in the following words the Syllables in 
italics are long: 


a-mi-cus pug-na-mus sa-git-tae lau-da-tur 


Other Syllabies are short. 


Names of Syllables 


The last Syllable of a Latin word is called the Ultima. 

The next to the last Syllable in a Latin word is called the 
Penult. 

The second Syllable from the last in a Latin word is called 
the Antepenult. 


Rules for Accent 


A Latin word is always accented on the Penult or Antepenult, 
never on the Ultima. It is accented on the Penult if that Syl- 
lable is long, otherwise on the Antepenult.2 The following 
words are correctly accented: 


a-mi’-cus pug-na’-mus fi’-li-us vo’-c6 sa-gi’t-tae vu'l-ne-ré 


1 x, it will be noted, has the sound of two consonants, thus ex = eks. 
2 Of course a word of two syllables must be accented on the Penult, since there is no 
Antepenult.

1 In the First Person Singular, by adding 6 to ama- we get am4-d, 
but this is contracted to amo; hence the 4 at the end of the Stem is not 
seen. A vowel which results from contraction is long.

Note I. — Remember that the Present Tense has three forms in Eng- 
lish — 


Amo = Z love, or I am loving, or I do love, 
Amas = Thou lovest, ‘“ Thow art loving, ‘ Thou dost love, 
Amat = He loves, “He is loving, “He does love, etc. 


Note II. — No separate Latin word is required for ‘I,’ ‘thou,’ ‘he,’ ete.; 
thus, amat, he loves. Here ‘he,’ which is the Subject of the sentence is 
said to be contained in the Verb, and amat is a complete sentence in 
one word. 


Note III. — Be careful, in pronouncing, to give each verb form its 
proper Accent. 


* Short marks (“.) are placed over certain vowels whose quantity is important to note.

— In addressing one person ‘you’ is now more commonly used 
than ‘thou,’ therefore both the Second Person Singular and the Second 
Person Plural may be translated ‘you’; thus, amas, you love, and amatis, 
you love, but amas is addressed to one person, amatis to more than one.

Adjectives are words which qualify Nouns, and as Nouns are 
of various Genders, Adjectives are declined in different forms 
according to the Gender. 


Adjectives of Three Terminations are those which have 
one form for the Masculine Gender, another for the Femi- 
nine, and a third for the Neuter. Thus — 


The Masculine is declined like a Masculine Noun of the Second 
Declension (dominus or magister or puer). 

The Feminine is declined like a Feminine Noun of the First Declension 
(ménsa). 

The Neuter is declined like a Neuter Noun of the Second Declension 
(bellum). 


Adjectives declined this way are called “Adjectives of the First and 
Second Declensions,’”’ because their endings are those of the First and 
Second Declensions of Nouns. .
